1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Vic 
toria Memorial (Amendment ) Act , 1981. 


2. Amendment of section 2.- In the 
Victoria Memorial Act, 1903 (hereinafter 10 of 1903. 
referred to as the principal Act ) , in sec 


tion 2 , 


The Government of Goa , Daman and Diu , in con 
sultation with the Reserve Bank of India , is pleased 
to amend the Government Notification No. 4-8 / Pens / 
/ 76 / Fin ( R & C ) Vol. I, dated 22-10-79 , regarding the 
scheme for payment of pension of pensioners of the 
Government of Goa , Daman and Diu through Public 
Sector Banks published in the Official Gazette , 
Series I, No. 30 , dated 25-10-1979 (hereinafter re 
ferred to as the " principal Notification " ) as follows, 
namely : 
In clause 16 of the principal Notification , 

(i) in the first paragraph , for the word 
" through " occurring between the words " Union 
Territory " , and " Reserve Bank of India ” , the 
word " and " shall be substituted ; and 

( ii) in the second paragraph , for the words 
" through Reserve Bank of India to " , the words 
" to Reserve Bank of India and " shall be subs 
tituted .

( i ) for sub -section ( 1 ) , the following sub - section 
shall be substituted , namely : 

“ ( 1 ) The Trustees of the Victoria Memorial 
(hereinafter called the Trustees ) shall be the 
following , namely : 

( a ) the Governor of West Bengal, ec officio 
Chairman ; 

(b ) the Chief Justice of the High Court of 
West Bengal, ex officio ; 

( c ) three persons to be nominated by the 
Central Government , one of whom shall be a 
representative of commerce and industry , 
chosen in consultation with the State Govern 
ment of West Bengal and two others chosen 
from among persons who, in the opinion of 
the Central Government, have expert know 
ledge of the exhibits in the Victoria Memorial 
or are museologists, historians or art histo 
rians ; 

(d ) a representative of the Central Govern 
ment in the Ministry concerned with matters 
relating to the Victoria Memorial, ex officio ; 

( e ) a representative of the Central Govern 
ment in the Ministry of Finance , Department 
of Expenditure , concerned with matters rela 
ting to the Victoria Memorial, ex officio ; 

( f) the Mayor of the Corporation of Cal 
cutta and where the Corporation of Calcutta 
is superseded , the Administrator ot that Cor 
poration , ex officio ; 

( g ) an officer , not below the rank of the 
Accountant-General, nominated by the Comp 
troller and Auditor-General of India , ex of 
ficio ;

The Victoria Memorial ( Amendment ) Act , 1981 
(Act 32 of 1981) which has been passed by Parlia 
ment and assented to by the President of India on 
17-9-1981 , and published in Gazette of India Extra 
ordinary Part II, section 1, dated 19-12-1981 is 
hereby republished for the information of the public . 

R. V. Durbhatkar , Under Secretary (Law ) . 
Panaji, 28th January , 1982 . 
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may provide for all or any of the following matters , 
namely : 

( a ) the conditions and restrictions subject to 
which articles and things vested in the Trustees 
may be given on loan ; 

(b ) the recruitment and conditions of service 
of the employees of the Victoria Memorial. 

( 3 ) Every regulation shall, as soon as may be, 
after it is made by the Trustees, be forwarded to 
the Central Government and that Government shall 
cause a copy of the same to be laid before each 
House of Parliament, while it is in session for a 
total period of thirty days , which may be com 
prised in one session or in two or more successive 
sessions, and if , before the expiry of the session 
immediately following the session or the successive 
sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making 
any modification in the regulation or both Houses 
agree that the regulation should not be made, the 
regulation shall thereafter have effect only in cuch 
modified form or be of no effect , as the case may 
be; so , however , that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the vali 
dity of anything previously done under that regu 
lation . " .

( h ) the Secretary to the Government of 
West Bengal in the Department of Education , 
ex officio ; 

( i) four persons (of whom one at least 
shall be from the general body of subscribers ) , 
to be nominated by the Trustees from among 
persons, who , in the opinion of the Trustees , 
have expert kilowledge of the exhibits in the 
Victoria Memorial or are museologists , histo 
rians or art historians , with the approval of 
the Central Government." ; 
(ii ) after sub - section ( 3 ) , the following sub - sec 
tion shall be inserted , namely : 

“ (34 ) If any of the Trustees referred to in 
clause (b ) , ( d ) , ( e ) , ( f) , ( g ) and ( h ) of sub - sec 
tion ( 1) is unable to attend any meeting of the 
Trustees , he may , with the previous approval of 
the Chairman , authorise in writing a person to 

do so . " . 
3. Amendment of section 5. -- İn section 5 of the 
principal Act, 

( a ) in sub - section ( 1 ) , after the words . " Central 
Government may " , the words , " by notification in 
the Official Gazette " , shall be inserted ; 
(b ) in sub -section ( 2 ) , - 

(i) after clause ( d ) , the following clause 
shall be inserted , namely : 

" ( da ) for the fees to be levied for admission 
to the Victoria Memorial;" ; 

(ii ) in clause (e ) , the word " and" occurring 
at the end shall be omitted ; 

( iii) clause ( f ) shall be omitted ; 
( c ) after sub -section (2 ) , the following sub -sec 
tion shall be inserted , namely : 

" ( 3 ) Every rule made by the Central Govern 
ment under this section shall be laid , as soon as 
may be after it is made, before each House of 
Parliament , while it is in session , for a total 
period of thirty days which may be comprised 
in one session or in two or more successive ses 
sions , and if, before the expiry of the session 
immediately following the session the 
successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree 
in making any modification in the rule or both 
Houses agree that the rule should not be made, 
the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such 
modified form or be of no effect, as the case may 
be ; so , however , that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the 
validity of anything previously done under that 

rule ." . 
4. Insertion of new section 6. — After section 5 
of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
inserted , namely : 

“ 6. Power of Trustees to make regulations. — 
( 1) The Trustees may , with the previous approval 
of the Central Government, by notification in the 
Official Gazette , make regulations, not inconsis 
tent with this Act and the rules made thereunder , 
for enabling the body to discharge its functions 
under this Act . 

(2 ) In particular , and without prejudice to the 
generality of the foregoing power, such regulations
